Dr. Snyder, Gentleman, Scholar 

Editor's Note: The Spectator was on an errand of 
mercy to visit his life-long friend, Dr. Snyder, when he 
was stricken nearly a month ago. This is the first article 
he has written since his recovery. This newspaper, grate- 
fully recognizing his contriutions over many years, Nar- 
erth citizens and the Fourth,of July Committee, are very 
happy to welcome him back again. 
Well, our dear old friend, Dr. Snyder, will never again 
be a part of the earthly scheme of things, but the impress of 
his notable days and deeds will continue to provide many 
precious memories in the various important environments 
which profited so richly from his long years of valiant serv- 
ice: One comforting thought is that his neighbors, only a 
few months ago, assembled in great numbers to pay formal 
tribute to him and there is no doubt our townsman for 40 
years was deeply touched by that token of high esteem so 
affectionately expressed. 

This convalescent felt it most keenly when he found him- 
self physically unable to attend the obsequies last. Saturday, 
for the friendship was of a sturdy order, a span of more than 
30 years, and there is no memory of one ever having called 
the other in vain when there was work to be done or problems 
solved. Not always was there agreement on basic things, a 
case in point being Prohibition, which the doctor advocated 
with a fine forensic skill, but never in this presence with- 
out being told how wrong he was (or at least appeared to be) , 
a difference that made no difference at all, as could be ex- 
pected from a gentleman and scholar of his sterling sort. 

Yes, his was the sod on which the rose from this heart 
should be dropped, but the- mound is there and* it will serve 
for the adornment on the grave-yard visit that must be made. 
Other consolation lies in the fact that when this reporter 
set out from home on that first Sunday afternoon in May he 
had two calls on his list, one to Fred Hipkiss, on Wayne 
Avenue, and the other to Dr. Snyder. Both men had reached 
their octogenarian status in gallant manner. The second 
visit, however, did not come to pass, despite the good intent, 
as the ructions which are accountable for this six-week' lay- 
off started at Fred's house and it was not long before the vic- 
tim was being ambulanced homeward by Dr. Welty, who 
proved so unerring in his diagnosis and who was quick to 
rig a stout sail for the rescue journey that called for the best 
his science could offer. 

This is the first venture in three-scores where life was 
in direct peril, but one experience can often be enough to pre- 
mit of ound conclusions. Therefore, it is with conviction 
born of knowledge when it is said that our excellent bene- 
factor of afflicted humanity is well blessed when he can bring 
to the sick-room scene things far beyond his therapy, but 
which have vastly larger life-saving value that the mere med- 
icine of his pharmacopoeia. 

Without the use of an idle word the patient is made 
aware that a battle is to be won, a series of small gains until 
a firm footing is at last achieved, and even when a man is 
in the midst of grasping for another spell on earth, he can 
still be sufficiently objective to acclaim the genius of his phy- 
sician's strategy and to, be grateful for such competent and 
decisive direction at a time when the lights were burning low.

Open tojrai fie 

Detour Through Borough 
Ended as State Completes Job 

Wynnewood Rd., where it curves 
away from the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road tracks at the Narberth under- 
pass, was reopened to traffic on 
Monday. 

An 800-foot section of the road; 
from the underpass to Elmwood 
Ave., has been closed since early 
in March when the State Highway 
Department began the work of 
eliminating ^ the hazardous .blind 
corner. 

Because the entire roadbed had 
to be moved, it was necessary to 
detour traffic through Narberth. Al- 
though the job will not be finally 
completed until about the first of 
July, the detour was ended with tha 
reopening of the new stretch of 
highway. g- 

First step in the relocation of the 
road was the levelling of the high 
bank "on the south side of the old 
road which obscured motorists' 
vision as they followed the sharp 
curve. 

The new roadbed lies along the 
site of the levelled bank, so that 
the surve is now little more than a 
slight bend and oncoming cars are 
plainly visible to motorists driving 
in either direction. 

Since the section under construc- 
tion is a State highway with the 
exception of a 132-foot stretch 
which belongs to Lower Merion 
Township, cost of the project will 
be borne by the State Highway De- 
partment with the township paying 
its proportionate share. 

While the new road has been un- 
der construction, the Borough of 
Narberth and Lower Merion Town- 
ship have jointly installed a new 
storm sewer to drain excess water 
from Wynnewood Rd. Lower Mer- 
ion installed «the sewer from the 
railroad underpass to Elmwood 
Ave., and the Borough carried it 
from Elmwood Ave. to the creek. 



School Teachers 
To Receive Raise 
During August 

Carl F. Weihman Is 
Elected Vice-President 
Of Board 

Narberth's school teachers wHl re- 
ceive their $300 raise, granted them 
recently, in a lump sum payment 
during August, the. Borough School 
Board decided Wednesday night. 

This means that instead of re- I 
ceiving $25 additional each month, 
starting in September, the teachers 
will have the entire amount with 
which to start off the year, and dur- 
ing the balance of the year will re- 
ceive the same salaries they did 
last year. Beginning in September. 
1948, the $300 increase will be 
spread over the entire year. 

The School Board chose August 
for the lump-sum payment because, 
at the teachers' request, regular 
August salaries were paid in ad- 
Vance last April. 

The board opened bids for a new 
heating system in the primary 
building and for coal. Decision on 
award of the heating system con- 
tract was postponed until a study 
of the requirements by a heating 
engineer. A contract to supply buck- 
wheat coal for the upper school 
building was awarded to Smedley 
and Mehl, Ardmore, low bidder. 
Award of the coal contract for the 
primary building was postponed un- 
til the* new heating system is de- 
cided upon. 

The board elected Carl F. Weih- 
man vice president to succeed Clif- 
ford Y. Narrigan who was made 
treasurer last month after J. L. Mo- 
Creary resigned the post. 

It was decided to purchase four 
new fire doors for the primary build- 
ing, as recommended by the State 
"Fii>e Inspector. The -doors... will' tewt 
a total of $88 and will be bought 
from the Philadelphia Fire Retur- 
dent Co., Inc. 

September 8 was set as the date 
for the opening of the 1947-48 school 
year.

Judge Directs 
Owner to Sell 

Elizabeth Windsor Fleming, 200 
Elmwood , Ave., Narberth, was or- 
dered to*, continue the sale of her 
property to T. R. Hanff, assignee 
of Stella C. Adam, by Judge Knight 
on Friday, in Norristown.. 

In the fall of 1943, the defen- 
dent listed her property for sale 
with William Pugh, a real estate 
broker, for $18,500. The plaintiff, 
Hanff, was interested in the prop- 
erty through Pugh and on Novem- 
ber 19,1945, Pugh sent to the de- 
fendant three copies of an agree- 
ment of sale with a check for $1750 
down money as the selling price 
named in the agreement was $17,- 
500 with the purchaser listed as 
Stella C. Adams, or her nominee. 
Stella C. Adams was a clerk in 
Pugh's office, a fact known to the 
defendant. 

On November 22, 1945, the de- 
fenant returned the agreement un- 
signed and instructed Pugh to end 
all negotiations regarding the sale 
of the property. Later she reopen- 
ed the negotiations and it was 
agreed the sale was to be for $17- 
500 with $500 being Pugh's com- 
mision. Settlement was to have 
been made on or before April 1, 
1946, with the defendant having 
apartment privilege 'of occupying 
an apartment in the premises to 
June 1. Settlement was not made 
and on April 9, 1946, an attempt 
was made to return down money. 

Judge Knight directs that the 
sale is to go through and that the 
defendant is to pay the costs.

"The BUI of Rights, Our Constitu- 
tional Guarantee of Civil Liberty,'" 
may be held in Lower Merion this 
fall and winter under sponsorship 
of the township's civic associations. 

Judge Robert V. Bolger, of the 
Philadelphia Orphans' "Court, has 
been conducting the forums in the 
city. 

The forums were discussed and 
approved at a meeting of the Com- 
mittee^ of Lower Merion Civic As- 
sociations this spring in Philadel- 
phia. The committee, an unofficial 
organization, is composed of pres- 
idents of the township's civic 
groups. 

Judge Bolger has consented to 
help conduct the forums and a 
meeting will be held in his cham- 
bers today, Friday, to discuss the 
program. 

In a letter sent to all civic groups 
recently Homer H. Hewitt, Jr., pres- 
ident of the Wynnewood Civic As- 
sociation, declared: 

"It must be obvious to every pa- 
trolic American that we need to 
rediscover and re-inforce our hard- 
won liberties, and we all should 
know more about their application 
to our daily life." 

The Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood 
Club directors already have approv- 
ed the project.

Aids Study of Rodent Problem 



Since early in 1942, William A. 
Dilks, Jr., deputy health inspector 
for Lower Merion Township, has 
been a Man With A Cause. 

The Pied Piper of the Main Line, 
Dilks has devoted a goodly portion 
of his time since that date to the 
study of rats — their cause and 
their cure. As a result, the rat prob- 
lem in this area.-whlch once threat- 
ened to take on serious proportions, 
has been kept under control in all 
sections where the aid of the 
Board of Health and of Dilks has 
been called in. 

Nothing was known about the 
rat population in 1942, but the 
Board of Health at that,, time was 
alive to the danger, particularly 
with wartime housing and the 
emergency living conditions prevail- 
ing. An educational project, titled 
"The Rat Control Project," was 
launched, with pilks as its head. 

One of the few facts which the 
group knew without question, when 
It began its work, was that rats 
have constituted a serious public 
health menace since time immo-| 
mortal. Particularly in the soutfa 



they are carriers of typhus, food 
poisoning and the dread Bubonic 
Plague. At the beginning of the 
war the United States Public Health 
Service placed under quarantine all 
ships entering our ports and in- 
spection and fumigation were or- 
dered under the direction of spe- 
cially-trained extermination crews. 

When they began their work in 
Lower Merion township, board 
members found that many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of damage 
had been done to local property. A 
study of the rat problem showed 
Dilks and his followers that rats 
lodged in woodwork and openings 
of dwellings, between walls and in 
piles of refuse behind houses. They 
emerged at night, feeding on gar- 
bage, rags, wood fibres and even 
chewing electric light and telephone 
wires. No one, they discovered, has 
ever been able to trace the number 
of fires caused "by short circuits, 
when rats chewed through heavy 
insulation to expose wires.

Should Now Go > 
, To Council ! 

A decision of the Narberth Bor« 
ough Board of Adjustment giving; 
W. Ross Osborne, a World War vet- 
eran, permission to conduct a real 
estate businfess at 1226 Montgomery 
Ave., Narberth, was reversed in 
Montgomery County Court Tuesday* 
Judge Harold G. Knight in « 
lengthy opinion ruled out both con- 
tentions of Osborne that his busi- 
ness was a profession and that he 
was conducting a home occupation. 
"We hesitate to hold," declared 
Judge Knight," "that the calling of 
a real estate broker has reached 
the status of a profession within 
the meaning of the zoning law. 

Later in his opinion Judge Knight 
also added: 

"The calling of a real estate bro- 
ker cannot by the most liberal in- 
terpretation be called a home oc- 
cupation." 

In conclusion, the Court left Os- 
borne with the suggestion that he 
must look for any relief to the Bor- 
ough Council, which, he said, had 
the power to amend the Zoning Or- 
dinance. 

A group of neighboring citizens 
brought the appeal in Montgomery 
County Court after the Board of 
Adjustment decision. They were 
Martin Cummer, Mildred W. Cum- 
mer, James W. Cunningham, A. L. 
Lambert, Rena M. Lambert, Kern 
W. McHose, Mary W. McHose, Wil- 
liam Hunter Boardman, Alice R, 
Boardman, Edna M. Trimble, An- 
drew J. Hanlon, Hilda B. Hanlon 
and Jean A. Walters. 
Judge Knight said in his opinion: 
"Fifty years ago the occupation 
of a real estate broker was a busi- 
ness, and a cut-throat, dog-eat-dog 
business at that, Much has happen- 
ed to the business in these 50 years. 
It has been declared by the Courts 
as affected with a public interest; 

real estate brokers must now 'Be 

licensed, and to secure a license the 
applicant must meet certain scho- 
lastic requirements, and be able to 
produce evidence of special knowl- 
edge of the subject, and also of ap- ; 
plicant's moral fitness. 

"Real estate brokers have formed 
associations or boards, national, 
state and local; codes of ethics have 
been adopted and are generally ob- 
served; the word 'realtor' as applied 
to a licensed real estate broker is 
attaining to a growing extent, the 
public recognition accorded to phy- 
sician, lawyer or priest, as describ- 
ing a specialized branch of human 
endeavor. Today the calling of a 
real estate broker has many of the 
attributes of a profession but we 
have not been able to find one case, 
nor has any been brought to our 
attention, in which the courts have 
held a real estate broker is a pro- 
fessional person within the mean- 
ing of the Zoning Laws." 

Judge Knight considered the ques- 
tion as to whether the use of the 
house a"s a real estate office was a 
continuation of a non-conforming 
use. 

In 1939 the Adjustment Board 
granted permission to a former oc- 
cupant to conduct an antique shop 
there. This was carried on until 
1942 when it was moved to Ard- 
more. However, the operator of the 
shop continued to live in the house 
until Dec, 1945, when it was sold to 
Osborne. 

Judge Knight ruled that the use 
of the premises as an antique shop 
was abandoned in 1942. 
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Four Injured in

Police said that the car driven 
by Stanley Ashworth, 62, of Miami, 
Fla., swerved suddenly on the wat 
asphalt and hit the coupe driven by 
Hurry Chassey, Jr., 23, of German- 
town Pike and Joshua Rd., Consho- 
hocken. Chassey suffered injuries 
to the head and a severe cut in the 
neck. Alba Lomus, of the Lower 
Merion township police, stopped the 
flow of blood until an ambulance 
took Chassey to Bryn Mawr Hos- 
pital. 

Miss Mildred Holland, of DeHav- 
en St., Conshohocken, Chassey'e 
fiancee, who was riding with him, 
suffered cuts and bruises of the 
legs. 

Two passengers in Ashworth's car 
were injured. Albert Wagner, 40, of 
3588 Indian Queen Lane, East Falls, 
was treated at Bryn Mawr Hos- 
pital and discharged. Hugh McMa- 
hon, 30, of 4028 Ridge Ave., East 
Falls, was detained for treatment 
until Monday. , 

Ashworth, who told potce he wa* 
in Philadelphia to visit McMahon 
and Wagner, whom he met in an 
aircraft factory during the war, 
was held In $500 bail on a charge 
of reckless driving by Magistrate 
Walter B. Lownes, Jr. He will, have 
a, further hearing on June 20.

An Essential Part of Esthetic Education

' The modern school of thought per- 
fceives as its principal object the 
. t 'development of mind and body 
alike. For the attainment of a high- 
er culture something more is nec- 
essary beside positive intellectual 
knowledge. To begin with, a higher 
degree of moral recognition of eth- 
ical principles, through which the 
Imutual relationships of people are 
■governed. At least every man should 
have command over a certain meas- 
ure of those faculties which one 
simply calls esthetic tastes. 

By the esthetics of feeling, or 
the study of taste, one means, the 
knowledge of beauty in art. Esthetic 
feeling is the sense of beauty, and 
he is called an esthete who is school- 
ed in qualitative perception. 
- With the capacity for a. sensitive 
perception of nature and art one 
can maintain a receptive relation- 
ship to them as an observer or a 
more productive relationship as in 
the case of the creatice artist. The 



plastic arts reveal to us the prin- 
ciples of visual images; the literary 
arts, those of exact thoughts and 
music, those of abstract sentiments 
and feelings, The subject-matter of 
esthetic education comprises, there- 
fore, all beauty and everything that 
is art in our cultural heritage. Ac- 
cording to the philosopher, Kant, 
"the pleasure received from partici- 
pation in esthetic experience dif- 
fers basically from other pleasures 
in that the satisfaction w« derive 
from beauty in art is of a disinter- 
ested sort and is not governed by 
our desire for materiahsCTc pleas- 
ure." The adjustment of the proper 
attitude of youth toward the fine 
arts in therefore the main object 
of the esthetic education of man- 
kind. 

Music is as old as humanity Itself. 
Its significance has grown with the 
cultural development of nations. 
Our history is full of stories about 
the power of music over men and 



animals. From Greek mythology we 
know the legends concerning Pan, 
Apollo, Arion, Orpheus and others. 
Through music the soul learns har- 
mony and rhythm and even a dis- 
position to justice. The great philos- 
opher, Plato, said: "Can he, who 
is harmoniously constituted ever be 
unjust? Is this not why musical 
training is »o powerful, because 
rhythm and harmony find their way 
into the secret places of the soul 
bearing grace in their movements 
and making the soul graceful?" 

The priests of the pre-Christian 
era and later the Church itself rec- 
ognized the deeply moving influence 
of the music upon the religious 
masses, and have incorporated if 
into the devotional service which 
formed the first" school in the early 
development of musical art. 

The love and admiration of the 
great reformer, Martin Luther, for 
music is familiar and his opinion 
about the educational value of 
music for the "Purification of the 
Passions" is significant and true. In 
the year of 1524 he said: "Music 
makes the people milder, gentler, 
more moral, and rational. The 
youth should therefore, be accus- 
tomed to this art, because it makes 
fine, clever people. One must keep 
music in the schools and a school- 
master must be able to sing— other- 
wise I do not recognize him."

pensing information to local house- 
holders. Townspeople who suspect- 
ed that rats were invading th« 
premises were invited to call the 
deputy health inspector, who imme- 
diately set about an examination 
of the property in question. 

"It wasn't always easy to trace 
the rodents," Dilks explained re- 
cently. "They're pretty shrewd ar- 
ticles, and you wouln't believe some 
of the places they nest. Often when 
I had exhausted every other ap- 
proach I found that they were nest- 
ing in the copper piping, or in sec- 
tions of drainpipe over bowed win- 
dows. We'd clear them out, and Is- 
sue instructions about keeping the 
lids of garbage receptacles closed, 
cleaning the debris and woodpiles 
in back yards, putting guards if 
glass over telephone wires, that 
sort of thing. The results were sat- 
isfactory, wherever we were called 
in. The only drawback, we feel, is 
that the cases were not always re- 
ported." 

Rat infestations, Dilks found 
during his investigation, often in- 
' volve two or more adjacent prop- 
erties, with one furnishing nesting 
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space and the others food. Besides 
breeding at a frightening rate 
(they boar from three to five times 
a year, in litters of from five to 
twenty-two, under fair conditions), 
they carry fleas which leave their 
bodies when they die, carrying any 
disease or infection which may be 
present. It has been estimated that 
only one plague-ridden flea, turned 
loose In a community the size of 
Lower Meribn township for a few 
hours, could Infect something like 
three-fourths of the population. 

"Rats are vicious and sinister, 
and more than that, they are among 
the smartest of tin enemies of 
man," Dilks said. "We have only 
the large brown rat— Rattus Rattus 
Norvegicus— In this area. They're 
intelligent, skillful climbers and 
smart eDOUgh to evade most traps. 
While we no longer feel that they 
present too serious a health prob- 
lem, in this area, we do feel that 
citizens should be aware that every 
effort is being made to keep under 
control a situation which can grow 
more threatening at any time."

Narberth is going to do it again. This biggest little bor- 
ough along the Main Line, long noted for its athletic talent 
and its co-operative ability to put over community events, is 
going to have the best Fourth of July -celebration it ever 
had. , 

The job is a new one and a tough one for the volunteer 
committee appointed by Burgess Miller. Heading it is William 
Pi Davies, who admits he's new at this kind of a job, and 
who is striving to fill the place long held by John J. Cabrey, 
now ill at home. 

Mr. Cabrey's enforced leave of absence from this job of 
organizing community benefits hasn't kept him from aiding 
the committee bV passing on his experience and advice. In 
fact, he personally wrote the letter which borough residents 
are receiving this week asking for contributions to make that 
celebration possible. 

Citizens this year have a valid reason for donating other 
than for their own amusement. Each year the net proceeds, 
if any, have been devoted to some worthwhile community 
benefit, and the 1947 affair is no exception. In fact, the civic- 
minded people working on this project believe that the money 
could be raised without such an excuse as a Fourth foJuly 
celebration if residents realized how great is the need for it. 

The money received over and. above the amount neces- 
sary to pay for the fireworks and other expenses is to be 
turned over to the Narberth Recreation Board, a borough- 
appointed group which takes care of the community play- 
ground of which Narberth is justly proud. 

This year the appropriation requested of Council had 
to be drastically reduced, along with many other projects 
coming up at a time when borough expenses threaten to ex- 
ceed tax income. Meanwhile the playground, if it is to be 
of continued full use to boys and girls of Narberth, needs 
maintenance and repair, which cost money. 

The grandstand had to be strengthened. A new stand 
is needed for additional seating for ball games. Summer or- 
ganized play facilities with paid supervision require funds. 
Tennis courts, basket ball and the playground for the tiny 
tots, as well as other features which have helped make Nar- 
berth famous for its athletes, and have kept boys off the 
streets by giving them healthful play facilities, certainly de- 
serve the whole-hearted support of Narberth citizens. 

So the committee believes that with this real incentive 
for giving it, will have little trouble raising enough funds to 
pay all expenses and have a goodly sum left over for the 
Recreaton Board. It suggests that each family donate $2.00, 
which should be handed or mailed to Carl B. Metzger, treas- 
urer, at the National Bank of Narberth.

Cynwyd Estates 
Hearing Date Set 
For July 16th 

Establish No Parking 
Zones and One- Way 
Traffic 

The petition for an upgrading of 
zoning in Cynwyd Estates will be 
heard by Lower Merion Township 
commissioners on July 16. The date 
was set when commissioners held 
their June meeting in the Township 
Building, Ardmore, Wednesday 
night. 

In a petition backed by the Bala- 
Cynwyd Neighborhood Club, resi- 
dents of the area asked that the 
present R-6 zoning be upgraded to 
R-3, R-4 and R-4A, to prevent the 
building of multiple-family dwell- 
ings in the area. The properties in 
question are located in the Pencoyd 
district and bounded by Cornell, 
Kenmare, Stradone, Harvard and 
Oxford Rds. There are a number of 
semi-detached houses but no mul- 
tiple dwellings nor apartment 
houses in the' district. 

The Cynwyd Estate zoning was 
first considered last Fall, when a 
committee of the Neighborhood 
Club made a survey of all zoning 
in Bala-Cynwyd. Action was post- 
poned pending crystallization of 
public opinion among residents. 
Members of the special zoning sur- 
vey committee were Herbert Fer- 
ree, chairman; John B. Curley, 
Lloyd Church, Robert Brown, Rich- 
ard Chew and T. Ewing Montgom- 
ery. The petition was signed by 
more than 50% of the residents in 
the area. 

Three new no-parking zones were 
established by the Board on Wed- 
nesday night. They include the sec- 
tion on the east side of Linwood 
Ave. for a distance of 500 feet ad- 
jacent to the Christian Science 
Church; the west side of Stoneway 
Lane from Oakland to Merlon Rds. 
and the north side of Merion Rd. 
from City Line to Highland Ave. 

A resolution was passed estab- 
lishing one-way traffic, in a south- 
erly direction, on Stoneway Lane 
from Oakland Rd. to Orchard Rd.
